Mr. D. J. McClendon, ^ho Uvea 
on the Phelps place, has been 
forced to kill his horses and mules 
on account of glanders. 

Dr. Eisraan, State Veterinary 
Surgeon, was called to examine the 
animals, and pronounced the dis- 
ease well developed glanders, ant 
ordered those attacked by it to bi 
killed. Seven head of valuabh 
stock were destroyed, the bodiei 
tieing burned. 

Every precaution has been taken 
to confine the disease to the farm 
where it appeared, and it is not be- 
lieved it will gain a foothold in the 
county. 

As a further precaution .againi 
the spread of the disease. Health 
Officer K. L. Woodard has ordered 
all the public watering troughs 
be cut off. 
The disease is thus described: 
"Lungs or air passages always 
atfectcd. Ilesh fades, glands swell, 
spirits low, appetite bad. A hym- 
phatic gland adheres to the iuside 
of the jaw; the membrane inside the 
nose ulceri^tes; a slight discharge 
from one nostril. This becomes 
thickei and adheres to the margin 
of the nostril, exhibiting white 
threads and bits of mucous; then it 
iges to a full stream of foul pus; 
next the nasal membrane grows 
dull and dropsical; the margins 
of the nostril enlarge, the dis charge 
turns discolored and the'^animal 
dies of suffocation." 
There is no known ^ure.
